movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when It is necessary to defend 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas v/here the govern¬ 
ment Is unable or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that tne MMI was 
Incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to ’work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principalsTne principal place of worship to be 
located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York, 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the "Now York 
Amsterdam News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in 
New York City, contained an article by columnist JAMES 
BOOKER in which he indicated that he had heard that the 
visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his African 
tour has changed him to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious.

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Hebrews were put in the fiery furnace—surely an extreme 
"police brutality" from your viewpoint— because they 
would not obey an order to bow down and worship an idol. 
No state through its legislative power ora court through 
its injuctivc decree has directed you to bow down and 
worship an idol. It is an entirely different situation when a 
man goes out, as you have done, and violates local ordi¬ 
nances because you consider them to be unjust. Here you set 
your personal judgment above that of the community and the 
state. In the instances in the Holy Scriptures to which you 
refer, the state put itself above God in the conscience of the 
individual, and there was nothing left but for the individual, 
as required by God, to obey Him rather than the sinful de¬ 
cree of the state. The two are not parallel. 

THo Bible Recognizes the Stole 

Moreover, the Scripture is very precise in its com¬ 
mandments to Christians to obey the powers that be, and 
if laws are to be changed it must be done in an orderly and 
lawful manner before God. Thus our Saviour said, "Render 
therefore unto Casesar the things which are Caesar’s; and 
unto God the things that are God’s” (Matthew 22 : 21 ). The 
entire area in which you have been encouraging civil 
disobedience is an area that the Bible clearly recognizes 
as belonging to Caesar. 

The Apostle Peter said, "Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of mar* for the Lord’b sake Ha he the r it be vo ihe- 
king, as supreme; or unto governors, as unto them that 
are sent by hirh for the punishment of evildoers, and for 
the praise of them that do well” (1 Pet. 2; 13, 14). And so 
Peter emphasized, “Let none of you suffer as a murderer, 


Dear Friends: 

I could not help but write you this monting to tell you 
how my heart overflows with unspeakable joy from our 
service last night. Our young people started giving their 
testimonies in the Sunday evening service and our God 
jecan to work. It was like the crowning of a great occasion. 
M of our kids who failed to make a move at all at camp, 
su .enderd and made vows and promises that culminated 
during the testimony service. We had no sermon, no 
invitation, but nonetheless people rose and went forward.

or as a thief, or as an evildoer, or as a busybody in other 
men’s matters” (IPeter 4:15). Your whole approach in 
defying laws and ordinances that you believe to be unjust, 
the inspiring of civil disobedience, is contrary to the obli¬ 
gation that God has laid upon you in the Holy Scriptures. 
You are not the law. You are not the maker o! die law. You 
have indeed become a law unto yourself, and this is the 
spirit of revolution and violence that the Bible enjoins the 
Christian to be against. 

You say specifically; 

"There are just laws and there are unjust laws. I wot Id 
be the first to advocate obeying just laws. One has not only 
a legal but moral responsibility to obey just laws. Con¬ 
versely, one has a moral responsibility to disobey unjust 
laws. 1 would-agree with Saint Augustine that 'an unjust 
law is no law at all.’ 

"Now what is the difference between the two? How does 
one determine when a law is justor unjust? A just law is a 
man-made code that squares with the moral law or>.the law 
of God. An unjust law is a code that is out of harmony with 
the moral law." . 

May I say. Dr. King, if youaregoing to violate,all sue! 
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Dan Allen was a very special blessing to all our kids 
(Me, too). His challenge on patriotism and love for 
Country really hit its mark! 

Thank you, in Jesus' name, from me, personally. What 
great fulness of joy I have experienced. Surely, our Lovely 
Lord “filleth all in all."

you take and the presuppositions upon which they are eased 
Tne purpose ot this letter, therefore, is to do just that, 
and I trust that you will accept it in the Christian spirit in 
which J write. It is from the standpoint of the doctrines of 
the historic Christian faith that I make this analysis of 
your position and my appeal to you. 

Oyr Country is in trouble. The racial conflict, I believe, 
has broadened, intensified, and could bring bloodshed. 

It did seem rather peculiar to me that you should be 
honored with an award for “peace.'’ In your letter from 
the Birmingham jail on April 16, 1963, you actually de¬ 
fend yourself as being among the "disturbers of the peace.” 
You argue, “Wherever the early Christians entered a town 
the power structure got disturbed and immediately sought 
to convict them of being 'disturbers of peace,’ ” and you 
liken youi self to one of them who “had to obey God rather 
than man.” You credit them with bringing an end to such 
ancient ills as infanticide and gladitorial contests- But this 
was not accomplished, Dr. King, by 'noviolent direct, 
action” such as you are promoting throughout the United 
States of America. In your letter you liken' yourself to 
Shadrach, Meshach and Afeedncgo, who defied the unjust 
laws of Nebuchadnezzar. 

It is just here, J believe, that you have tragically con¬ 
fused the position of the Word of God. The disciples said 
they “ought to obey God rather than men" when they defied 
a council’s decree forbidding them to teach or to preach in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ! No one has ever denied 
you this privilege in the United States, and the three 


“to strive lawfully.” 

It is interesting indeed to see in your Birmingham lette 
your application of this principle to the local ordinance. Yc 
say: “I was arrested Friday on a charge of parading wit! 
out a permit. Now there is nothing wrong with an ordinanc 
which requires a permit for a parade, but when the ora' 
nance is used to preserve seg^rq^aUoa .and to deny citize. 
the First Amendment privilege e- peaceful assembly an 
peaceful protest, then it becomes unjust.” So, you pro 
cceded to violate it, to encourage and stimulate others t 
violate it; and when you were arrested and put in jail as 
lawbreaker you wrote a letter from prison as though yc 
were standing in the train of the Apostle Paul or of Job 
Bunyan. 

Dr. King, I say to you very frankly that you hav 
sought to justify your own willful disobedience and de 
fiance of proper authority that you might promote 
cause which you are especially interested. You appeal t- 
US: *1 hope you can see the distinction I am trying to pci: 
out. In no sense do I advocate evading or defying the la-, 
as the rabid segregationist would do. This would lead £ 
anarchy.” Dr. King, in this you are worse than the rsh- 
segregationist and you have produced anarchy.

There you used the platform of the church 
f o denounce Governor Wallace for his political activities 
in Wisconsin, Indiana, and Maryland, and informed us all 
that you are in favor of “busing” pupils to establish a 
racial balance in the public schools. 

I have studied vour course of action and your statements 
through the years and as yet I have not seen anyone come

devised in the twentieth century, and it is not related, as I 
see it, in any way to the Gospel of the precious blood of the 
■ Lamb which cleanses from sin. You have forsaken the true 

I G-'Spel in order to creat»<you v ‘ new gospel. Some preacher 
needs to tell you this. Dr. King. 

Moreover, your gospel has no light and no power. It is 
only the Gospel of Christ that deals with sin and that has in 
j it the power of God, that has in it light and the grace of God 
' to give to men hearts that v,ill love. 

We have all the liberty needed to advance the Negroes 
in this country under our present Constitution, without 
deral legislation. Moreover, how do you think that you are 
^ 01 ^ to win the respect and the tribute of your white 
nc >or when you seek to use the policeman's club and the 
Attorney General's injunctions against him if he does not act 
in the prescribed way? No human being likes this kind of 
control and regimentation. With such control and regimen¬ 
tation of the nation you are not going to obtain what you de¬ 
sire. It will create more bitterness, more strife, more 
misunderstanding, and you are launching the nation upon a 
course that"cannot bring peace .md unity. In fact, it will 
only encourage deeper lines of segregation. 

Why can you not take an entirely different approacn? Wh> 
do you not appeal to the Negro and the white man to love 
each other on the basis of the Gospel and the Word of God? 
Why do you not appeal to those of your race to become 
diligent in seeking to improve themselves? The Bible is 
full of all manner of admonitions that wc all must heed in 
; developing that Christian character which is a praise to 
‘ God. 1 find nothing of this in your Birmingham letter or any¬ 
where else in anything that I have read from you. To you 
„■ kingdom of God is federal legislation. " Thou,, shall love 
tny -ighbor as thyself" is not a court decree! I am get- 
tin... • <> the deeper realm of the human spirit here and the 
relationship of one spirit to another. 

When 1 read the section of your jail letter dealing with 
offenses of whites against Negroes, I wondered how legis¬ 
lation-federal or otherwise—could stop a person from 
calling a Negro “boy” and failing to address a Negro as

Sin end Segregation 

Now let us take up the question of segregation, which is 
supposed to be the sin, the major sin; in fact, almost the 
only sin. Everything generates from it, according to your 
thesis! 1 ask. Is js eg legation sin per se? I do think it can 
produce sin and in certain circumstances unquestionably it 
has become sin, but where in the Bible can you find segre¬ 
gation among the prohibitions of the Ten Commandments? 
In fact, as I read'the Bible, I see that God commanded the 
Jewish nation to be segregated. He condemned them when 
they integrated with the nations around about them. In fact, 
the whole history.’of God's dealing with the Israelites in the 
Old Testament represents the struggle to keep diem 
separate. They ttfere not even to integrate the ox and the 
ass. God forbadethat they be yoked up to do their plowing. 
The Children of Israel maintained their segregated stand 
for 400 years in Egypt. They were peculiar not only in that 
they had God as their Lord but that they drew the strictest 
lines of segregation for themselves and their children. When 
wc turn to the New Testament we find this same emphasis 
carried over into the Christian church. The Apostle Paul 
refused to perrmt an integrated church in Corinth— an 
integration with The temple of Zeus or Apollo. Faith was 
not integrated with idolatry! He called for the strictest kind 
of purity in relationship to the church and the faith that he 
had delivered unto the saints. You read the New Testament 
in vain for any commands for integration. And just as I 
think you have gore astray on the whole question of brother- 
hoold, 1 think that you have sought to impose upon holy 
Scl'iptures an entire world that does not exist. If Negroes 
want to live with Negroes and have Negro churches and sing 
their Negro spirituals and encourage their Negro children to 
date and marry other Negroes, is this to be the great sin of 
the century? The only point I am making here is that your 
position is most extreme as you seek to defend it; it is just 
simply un-Biblical, and you have gone beyond the Scriptures 
to build your federal castle of power. 

I have been struggling and struggling with the situation 
that you have created when you maintain that this whole 
struggle of integration and anti-segregation is a moral 
issue. What command is being violated? Brotherhood, you 
say. Bus you are wrong on brotherhood. It seems you have 
to do a great deal of rationalizing and stretching of points 
to come up with the thesis that a Christian church is living 
in sin if-it uoes not have a Negro in its membership. Thu? 
for 2,U0Q years-the church has been in terrible sin! And 
then when I study your thesis that there must be a “busing" 
of students to give a balance of integration in the schools, 
the same identical principle must be carried out logically 
and consistently- by you and we must have fully integrated

It 
is related definitely to God, not to the State. God loves. Only 
God c?n give us His love! 

If you and others associated with you, Dr. King, would 
completely reverse your approach and begin preaching the 
Gospel of grace a* ii is defined in the New Testament, "For 
God so loved the world, that he gave his only bcgorien Son, 
that whosoever belie'eth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life" (John 3:16), we could make real progress. 
When did you last quote that text? 

There are some other beautiful }nes; "He that loveth 
not his brother whom he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen?” (I John 4 : 20b.) You are not reach¬ 
ing the white man with love. You are trying to reach him by 
federal legislation. You are responsible for this, and you 
ire only stimulating more antagonisms. 

1ms brings me into another area of your thinking which 
I believe is so terribly wrong. I do not believe you under¬ 
stand what brotherhood is as it is defined in the Bible, and 
'as it was presented by Jesus Christ. We a re told explicitly 
that *He came unto his own, and his own received him not, 
but as many as received him, to them gave he power to be¬ 
come the sons of God” (John 1:11,12a). The Lord Jesus 
Christ indicated that these sons were notbornof the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but they were born of God. You 
completely destroy the distinction between the saved and the 
lost, and you claim that all men are brothers regardless of 
their beliefs. On this point you do not follow Jesus Christ 
and you depart radically from the teaching of all the great 
historic Christian creeds. 

Dr. King, I wonder as I study yourposition if you really 
•know the power of God and the miracle of the new birth? 
There are multiplied thousands of Negroes in this country 
who believe exactly what I have said at this point. They love 
the white men because the) love God, and have been born 
into the kingdom of God. You approach is secular, material, 
crass, cold, and though you use high-sounding words of 
brotherhood, you are a million miles from reality. How do 
you propose to deal with sin in the heart of man and be¬ 
tween the races— legislate it out of existence? You are 
walking down a blind alley and, I believe, doing your own 
country irreparable harm. At least it will take years tp 
overcome the injury to our beloved land. You indicate that 
you do not want* a gradualism or A slow process, but you 
w?nr fhjni^ io n hu«rw T^e wav j orcw'ose is faster 
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Communists, throw themselves fully into the battles which 
lie ahead on this* front. 1

ac " wneri wnat you are doing})roduces what the Communists 
say will be “a major'Stance, ” not just in the struggle for 
civil rights but for all other struggles in which the Com¬ 
munists themselves are engaged, does this not disturb you? 
Does this not jolt you? Doe? this not make you think that 
perhaps vour approach is wrong, when the Communists 
want to travel with you and help you put over the program 
that you are advancing? 

I see a connection here now, and I am sure it is not un¬ 
natural. You received an award tor peace. This theoretical 
<"*vnal says tha$ the struggle tor civil rights will advance 
. . cause of world peace, and apparently the American 
Baptist Convention follows the same logic, for they gave 
you the award for peace. 

When I stop and survey thq total picture and what makes 
the difference between the position that I have and the one 
that you defend, I think it simmers down to our whole 
attitude toward what is the Christian faith. To me it is 
everything. It is relevant to every issue that confronts 
us in all of life. But what 1 consider the Christian faith and 
what you consider the Christian faith appear to be some¬ 
thing entirely different. 

t start on the premise thatmen are wicked, their hearts 
are deceitful, they must be saved, and only the Gospel of 
grace can do this. 1 do not believe we can shout love, force 
love, unril, first, love has been found in Jesus Christ, and 
this is tlic love of which Paul spoke when he said, “Love . . 
re jo ice th not in iniquity, hut rci»>iceth in the truth” (I Cor. 
13:4,b) 1 he 13th chapter of First Corinthians will solve

There is no such 
similar situation to be found anywhere in the holy Scrip- 
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perfectly plain,that he, like yourself, does not understand, 
the Gospel and its. power, or you would never be asking*' 
Washington £o do your loving for you. * * 

I have written you, of course, at some length. You - 
apologized also for writing such a long letter from prison. •; 
My appeal to you is to return again to the Bible, read it, let __ 
it have free course, let it be multiplied in the land. You" 
would not have even the question of police brutality if you 
followed the Word of God. Dr. King, modern liberalism is 
powerless. It confesses this when it turns to the State for d 
its power and its remedy. I believe that it takes the Gospel : 
to keep the State free and to keep it from becoming our lord 
and master. Indeed the Bible is correct: 

“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not want. He maketh 
mo to lie down in green pastures; heleadeth me beside the 
still water?. He restoreth my soul; he leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness for his name’s sake. Yea, though I 
walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil; for thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort 
me. Thou prsparest a table before me in the presence of 
mine enemies; thou anointestmy head with oil; my cup run¬ 
neth over. Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all 
the days of my life: and 1 will dwell in the house of the Lord 
for ever’*' „ (Psa. 23). 

ihe dark clouds of racial prejudice, which you say you 
are seeking to remove, you are actually making darker, 
and the storm is more threatening in the approach you are 
making and by Lhe pricipies you have sought to promote. 
Please, Dr. King, let us go back to the Word of God. Then, 
as you say, “in some not too distant tomorrow the radiant 
stars of love and brotherhood will shine over our great 
nation with all their scintillating beauty.” One thing is 
certain, federal legislation cannot produce that beauty; only 
the grace of God can. And when you genuinely love and have 
that grace, you look at the question of segregation and 
integration and ail the problems relating to desires of 
individuals and of the races with a d-.-si re to help every man, 
on a man-to-man, faith-to-fairh,Iove-to-love b.»sis. You 
now call for a big government and a small regimented man. 
My view calls for a small government and a m hi of large 
Christian character. You here abandon man to the state, 
instead of bringing men to God in Jesus Christ. 

Can you not see the difference? Many of our people do. 

It is love, love of God, that has led me to write to you 
and appeal to you in the name of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. Remember: "Man's chief end is to glorify God, and 
to enjoy him for ever.”

Starting with your u busing" principle, the community should 
be balanced, inK'grawdton .a balanced basis, and this then 
should be reflect*. J in the schools, without the "busing.” 
But this can nevei he done without force. It is force that is 
used to move the children about, compelling them to fit into 
the pattern, and it would be force by the state to compel 
citizens to live in a balanced relationship. You cannot ob¬ 
tain this kind of world without a totalitarianpo'-er to direct 
it and without the loss of freedom. You principles are 
/rong. They are contrary to the concepts of liberty that 
undergird the Declaration of Independence and the Bill of 
i ,r "\s. 

i he great reserved rights uf the Ninth and Tenth Amend¬ 
ments give us all freedom of association, freedom of move¬ 
ment; hut, in order to bring about the kind of integrated 
society and schools that you advocate, the principle of 
individualism upon which our concept of capitalism and a 
free society is built must be abandoned. You approach is the 
road to tyranny, not to freedom. The Tensions and conflicts 
; : ic \(.c -timulate are inevitable because men who love 
freedom and who have an opposite concept of freedom from 
that which you have adopted will resist you because they 
want to preserve freedom for themselves,for their children, 
and even for your colord people. When I bear you talk about 
emotionalism versus reason, it seems to me that you are 
the one who is employing emotionalism and abandoning 
reason, and certainly you have long since forsaken revela¬ 
tion as it is given to us in the holy Scriptures. 

The way you speak of your opponents is most revealing, 
ou give no evidence of love for a Governor Wallace or a 
Governor Barnett. Should you not love them, too, and act 
li: it? You stigmatize all your 'pponents who desire 

segregation as "racists.” If the lack of respect manifested 
by you against those who differ with your views were to be 
expressed against Negroes, your reaction would be instant¬ 
aneous. It seems to me that you do not practice what you 
preach. Why did it become r. cessury for you to turn to the 
federal government for legislation? Was it because your 
"love” failed to win your will? 

Your remedy is far worse than the disease. You have, 
of course, brought to your assistance the whole Communist 
world. You ought at this point, it ._,eems to me, to recoil 
sharply from what you; nave produced.

endorse your program, Christian people want to leave the 
National Council of Churches, and rightly so. When you get 
your solution, if you ever do, your relationships between 
the Negro and the white will be forced, artificial, and sus¬ 
tained not by mutual respect and the love of which .Christ 
spoke, but by fear, intimidation, and the development of an 
American citizen who has lost his independence and his 
freedom. 

Your solution of our race problem produces more pro¬ 
blems than we now have or that we will be able to contain. 
The solution which I suggest will produce genuine heavenly 
love and will enable people in this blessed land to work out 
their problems on the local level as the Constitution pro¬ 
vides. Let us not change our form of government to solve 
the race problem! Let us preach what we have always had— 
the Gospel of the grace of God, and use the liberties that we 
have always had under the Ninth and Tenth Amendments to 
build a great and free America. 

Do you not believe the Gospel could do this?'I do. Wry 
not at least give it a try before you turn to federal power?

-Negroes more than they hate white people. These 
dtators never mention the fact that in this 
.o 1 in try today the greatest segregation is that of 
the better middle class and well-*n-du Negroes 
from all the others. 

And there are the Negro’s crime and stums. 
These agitator a never me", t ion this. They never 
mention the fact that Negroes are converting 
Washing ton. one n / the most beautiful cities in 
the world, into a crime-infested slums. More than 
R5 per cent of the crime in Washington is com¬ 
mitted by Negroes according to the official re¬ 


cords. Substantially, the same thing is' true In 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and every other 
city in this country with a heavy Negro population. 

When Negro leaders begin to demand a respon¬ 
sibility corresponding to the d >mand for civil 
rights, when the Negro leaders begin ;o demand 
that Negroes think and speak and work in terms 
of responsible Americans: when Negro leaders 
begin to demand that Negroes stop blaming every¬ 
body but themselves fur their condition: when 
Negro lradfiis begin to expound and defend the 
constitutional government under which they, like

On January 27, 1965* Mr. Harry Wachtel, 575 Madison 
Avenue, New_York City, who described himself as attorney for 
Nr, Martin Luther King, telephonically contacted the New York 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). Wachtel 
stated that he had been requested by his client to ascertain 
if any federal violation had been committed by individuals who 
are connected with New York City telephone number YU 7“^343.

He is of 
vital interest to us because of the communist influences upon 
him. His actions and expressions (both private and public) are 
of importance in several different areas,of the Bureau’s 
operations such as relating to the communist influences in 
racial matters, racial matters generally, civil rights matters, 
and the like. Because of King’s position, ve must be, in many 
respects, extremely guarded in our efforts to gain information 
concerning King’s activities. King frequently travels about 
the country and speaks to public gatherings. He often times 
discusses the future plans of himself and his organization, the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference. It is well, therefore, 
to avail ourselves of the coverage which may be given King 
through a review of news media sources and through contact with 
established reliable sources. 


We recently received information divulging a series 
of King’s appointments for the period 1/20/65 through 6/19/65. 
These include many public gatherings such as at universities and 
colleges, churches, and the like. We are, therefore, recommending 
a letter to the appropriate offices instructing that they report 
information available from news media and established sources 
concerning King’s appearances in their respective territories. 

By receiving letterhead memoranda with such information, we 
are also able to make prompt dissemination to such interested 
other agencies as the Department and the military intelligence.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 0? THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, aka 
Th e George Lin co ln Rockwell Par! y __ 

In his book "This Time The World", copyrighted in 1961, George Lincoln 
Rockwell identified himself as Coajmander, American Nazi Party of the World Union 
of Free Enterprise National Socialists (ANP-WUFEN$), Arlington^ Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of ,f Tho Richmond News Leader", a Richmond, 
Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the 
previous day, again applied for the American Nazi' Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corpora 
tion Commission. This action was taken pursuant to. an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of “Nazi" or 'National Socialism" in a Virginia 
charter* This article further pointed out that Rockwell*3 party is presently 
chartered in the State of Virginia as the Goorge Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964 a source advised that the ANP-WUFENS was organized 
by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February £ 
1959, as an international "National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi 
Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of litei 
ture and picketing, ‘to establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the 
United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper 1 s Manual", an official publication of 
the AN?, the phases of ANP struggle for power are fourfold, namely, first "to 
make ourselves known to the masses;" second, "the dissemination of our program 
and the truth about the Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been con¬ 
verted to our propaganda;" and fourth, "the attainment # of power through the votes 
of the newly-won masses." 

On February 17, 1964, Karl Rogers Allen, Jr., former Deputy National 
Commander of the ANP, advised that George Lincoln Rockwell believes that he has 
completed the first two phases in his struggle for power and is now well into the 
third phase.

NATI ONAL ST ATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 2 6 , 1957, a source advised that the United * 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article In the November 26, 
1957* icsue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville 
South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party to be known as the United White Party.” According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently-heId meeting In 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. 

The UWP ms x'eported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organisations and individuals." 

The July 1953 issue of "The Thunderbolt," self-described 
as the "official racial nationalist organ of the National States 
Rights Party," reported that rank and file "State Rlghters" had 
merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National States 
Rights Party" with national offices at Po3t Office Box 261, 
Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November 1953, a source advised that the NSRP Is 
composed of past members of lclan-type organisations and notorious 
anti-Semites, 

Issue Number 19, dated June i960, cf "The Thunderbolt* 
announced the address of the Headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 733* 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, i960, a source advised'that EDWARD R,. 

FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the Individual 
who runs the NSRP.

An American audience would easily understand what he meant when he sa: 
"twenty-two million Negroes of the United States are engaged in a creative 
battle to end the long night of racial injustice." But he was speaking to 
the world, not to an American audience. Those words without qua 1 ifica'^ion 
can give a very wrong idea of the American society, and Dr. King did next 
qualify them. He emphasized all of the dark aspects or the race question 
this country, but mentioned the bright spots only casually. 

The European or African would suppose that the Negro in the United St. 
is subjected to the worst kinds of oppression, and that he is fighting un¬ 
aided for his own improvement. And that is just the kind of picture that 
the Communist radio broadcasts have been trying to create for years. 

What else could Martin Luther King have said? He could have mentione. 
that it is because the Negro already enjoys so many rights that he has higl 
hopes now for full rights. He could have said that in spite of an admittei 
\bad situation in many areas, the Negro in America has made more progress t: 
Vie has anywhere else in the world; that the wretched living conditions of 
many Negroes do not alter the fact that the average Negro lives better hem 
than in nearly all other countries. 


He might have pointed out that the Negro's great advancement would h;r 
been impossible without the help of millions of white people; and that the 
civil rights bill he mentioned merely in passing was adopted by an almost 
all-white Congress. 


We do not believe that Dr. King intended to present his countryvin a 
\ bad light. But we do believe that if he had given more thought to the Lan¬ 
guage he was to use 'before world" 'aud’ren^e^'h1d, not, have, added to the 
gross misrepresentations that have already made' such headway in other parts 
of the world.

Mandate For Peace 

reality of the 20th Century is this: The world 

11 is in revolution and lias been since the first World 
War. The multitudes arc awakening and stirring in 
Africa, Asia, Latin America, cvciywheic, and the West 
must come to terms with history. This docs not mean 
that the West must concede the future to the Com¬ 
munist nations, nor does it mean that the West must 
be wholly responsible for bringing instant democracy 
to the emerging, underdeveloped countries, but the 
West—to survive—must see the world as it is. 

Senator Goldwatcr rejected the 20th Century; lie 
rejected it abroad and lie rejected it at home, and the 
American people, for this reason, rejected Senato Gokl- 
watcr. 

Fear of nuclear war was the decisive factor in the 
President’s huge victory. The American people did not 
believe that Goldwatcr would deliberately start a war, 
but they feared that his conception of the world, and 
of America’s place in the world relative to the Com¬ 
munist nations, might needlessly involve us in war. 
In a nuclear age, this nation wants no part of an 
adventurous, risky and emotional foreign policy. 

The "backlash" failed to develop in any significant 
way, not only because racial demonstrations were post¬ 
poned during the election to allow the situation to cool 
off, but for a more important reason. The voters, even 
those who may be more or less reactionary on the race 
issue, regarded the first priority as peace. They put 
survival first, and they decided the country had a "better 
chance of survival with Lyndon Johnson, rather than 
Barry Goldwatcr, in the White House. 

If President Johnson received a mandate, it was a 
mandate for peace. Elected in his own right and with 
the greatest plurality any American President has ever 
had, he should feel freer in negotiating for continued 
life on this planet with the Soviet Union and. with Red 
China. Every President since the beginning of the Cold 
War (including a national military hero) has been 
handicapped in foreign policy by the saboteurs of the 
right wing. Johnson, with both bouses of Congress two 
to one Oemocialic, should have a wider area of freedom 
in dealing with the Communist bloc. 

After peace, the great issue is the Negro revolution. 
Perhaps, the President, being a southerner, lias been 
selected by history to bring the South back into the 


nui'istic.un vineriean life, ahhough the problem * 
b\ no means . .oiled to the South. Lack of boldness ii 
advancing the cause of r.uial eijnalily could bring in 
musing internal di'.oideis and shite. 

The President's massive victory caused inevitable spec 
uial’on that 1 lie Republican Party faces extinction, 'ii.;

sent a force in tins country. No matter how the clcctio 
came out, die Child water candidacy, viewed in ccitni 
terms, was a di.s.vUci for the country. It provided a 
aura of respectability for the far-out far right, and l 
doing so strengthened the right wing. A month befo; 
the election, John Do., Passos, an old left-winger wi¬ 
re!) abi I ita ted himself into an ultraconservative, wro:

What Dos Passos describes as an “effective oppo:

democratic process. Despite Gokhvatcr’s defeat, the rigl 
wing’s potential for mischief remains formidable.
